to be by them publiſhed at the Mercat-Crofles of the Head-Burghs upon Receipt thereof, and 
immediatly ſent to the ſeveral Miniſters, to the effe& they may read and irtimat the ſame 
from their Pulpits upon the S»xyday before the ſaid fixteenth day. of ' December next:
